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Sierran Says Construction of IS&T’s 
Building Endangers Papio Creek Area

Late last year, Mark Welsch no- 
ticed that the Papio Creek was in 
danger. While watching Fox news, 
Welsch saw coverage of a pollution 
problem the construction of the In- 
formation, Science, Technology & 
Education College (IST&E) was 
causing to the Papio Creek, located 
at the intersection of 72nd and Pa- 
cific streets, 

Welsch, conservation chairper- 
son of the Missouri Valley Sierra 
Club, lives within one mile of the 
current construction. “I bike the 
Keystone Trail and get on the trail 
where all the construction is,” 
Welsch said. “I noticed how little 
the city was doing to prevent all the 
dirt and silt from the construction 
from running and draining into the 
Papio Creek.” 

The problem that has resulted, 
according to Welsch, is that the silt 
and dirt from the construction is pol- 
luting the Papio Creek, 

Currently, there are approxi- 
mately 20 storm drains on this con- 
struction site. 


Approval of New Weight Loss Drug

Over 58 million American are 
Struggling with obesity, the most 
chronic illness in the United 
States today, according to the 
Food and Drug Administration. 
From cabbage soup to grapefruit 
juice, people have tried it all in 
order to lose weight. When all 
else fails, how about the luxury 
of weight loss in a little capsule? 
Clinical trials of the new weight- 
loss drug Meridia showed “sig- 
nificant” weight loss occurring in 
the first six months of treatment, 
according to the FDA. 

In a 12-month study, the aver- 
age weight loss for patients who 
took 10 milligrams of Meridia a 
day was about 10 pounds, and 14 
pounds were lost by those who 
took 15-milligrams compared to 
a 3.5 pound loss by dieters alone, 
according to the FDA; 

Needless to say, the drug does 
not give users permission to re- 
tire to the couch with a bag of 
potato chips. The results were 
achieved in conjunction with a 


“These storm drains do not have 
any type of storm filters to prevent 
this pollution from happening,” he 
said.

After exploring that avenue, 
Welsch made several attempts to fix 
the problem. ; 

Recently, Welsch contacted 
Larry Herrmann, a city engineer, 
“hoping that this would light a fire 
under the city to solve this prob- 
lem,” he said.

The fenfluramine and 
phentermine combination and 
Redux were banned from the mar- 
ket last September, while 
phentermine remained available. 
The drug was pulled after its use 


was linked to potentially life- 


threatening heart valve problems, 
according to Dr. Susan Henley, 
clinical instructor in internal 
medicine and director of the dia- 
betes prevention program at the 
University of Nebraska Medical 
Center. 

“I recommended everyone 
should get an echocardiogram to 


ensure the heart is functioning 


normally,” Henley said. She sent 
out 300 letters to her patients and 
got 100 of them to come in for an 
echocardiogram — an ultrasound 
of the heart. She found some pa- 
tients had mild pulmonary hyper- 
tension, a known side effect, and

two patients had mild valve 
changes. 

So how did a potentially dan- 
gerous drug get through the FDA? 
Is Meridia safe? Henley said 
Meridia has not exhibited the 
heart valve damage caused from 
fen-phen, but has displayed some 
side effects such as restlessness 
and insomnia, dry mouth, consti- 
pation and an increase in blood 
pressure and heart rate. 

Because of Meridia’s side ef- 
fects, the FDA warned that the 
drug should not be used by, those 
with uncontrolled hypertension, 


‘heart disease or irregular heart- 


beat or by those who have sur- 
vived a ‘stroke. 

Knoll Pharmaceutical indi- 
cated Meridia (chemically known

To express oneself, many artists paint or 
sculpt. Dan Newberry, a UNO fine arts stu- 
dent, has found a different way to express 
himself during the UNO Art Gallery’s Spring 
Exposition: through a “cage.” 

In order to graduate with a bachelor of fine 
arts’ degree from UNO, students must create 
a thesis or project. Newberry has built a sculp- 
ture garden between the UNO Art Gallery and 
the theater. 

For 14 days Newberry lived in a hut within 
the garden. The garden was closed in by a 
fence made of branches to the west and the 
Weber Fine Arts Building to the north, south 
and east. 

In the garden are bricks and rocks form- 
ing the constellation Leo. 

Newberry spent almost one year prepar- 
ing this project. “It took me one year from 
conception to construction to realization, but 
here it is. It’s the grandest project I’ve ever 
attempted.” 

“I decided to do this for two reasons. First, 
I wanted to respond to the primal function of 
art to interact with the natural world,” 
Newberry said. “Second, I wanted to make a 
social statement. I stepped out of the herd to 
14 days. I wanted people to slow down and 
analyze our culture.” 

The responses Newberry had were gener- 
ally very positive. “I’ve had a very good re- 
sponse from almost everyone who has walked 
by. [have only had one negative interaction,” 
he said. 

The signs of positive support are very clear 
when looking at Newberry’s fence. People 
have walked by and put stuff on his fence. 
“T’ve got everything from a raw potato to a 
dollar bill on my fence. It’s great,” he said. 

“T wanted to reach a different audience and 
talk to other people, that was my purpose. I’ ve 
done it, it’s all been good,” he said, 

Nancy Kelly, the director of the gallery 
said, “The people I’ ve spoken to have gener- 
ally said his project is wonderful, but some 
have said, ‘what a wacko.’” 

While Newberry was in his artwork, his 
wife brought him raw fruits, vegetables and 


water,

Newberry left his piece on April 16, but 
that is not the end of the gallery’s spring ex- 
position. 

From April 17 through May 8, the artwork 
of other UNO fine arts students —- including 
Charles Housand, Chris Kraft, Doug Smith 
and Sharon Steere — will be presented. 

Housand’s art addresses the misuse of 
power in the medical profession. He does this 
by looking at the treatment of diseases and 
the false perceptions about women. Housand 
uses letterpress printing of 19th century medi- 
cal texts, obstctrical instruments, blue sterile 
drapes of the typicsl surgical theater and 
books of historical documents about medi- 
eval torture during the inquisition (mainly 
toward women) to convey his message. 

Kraft likes to use natural and man-made 
materials that symbolize strength and deli- 
cacy. The interaction of metal and stone in 
his sculpture emphasizes a balance of both 
weight and light. 

Smith, to appeal to both art lovers and 
those who don’t know much about art, has 
created an illuminated sculpture that shows 
exquisite artistic character. 

Steere’s artwork is based on her life expe- 
riences. She has used natural materials, col- 
lage, sculpture and photography to show her 
desire to preserve the Nebraska Wetlands.

Student Housing Has No Curfew

It was the old law of supply and demand 
which gave UNO an “unofficial” student 
housing unit. 

“Several people from the University said 
housing, was definitely needed,” said co- 
owner and temporary manager, Don Tumer. 

Students of the Intensive Language Pro- 
gram at UNO are referred to the housing 
unit by Dr. Samir Ghali, program director. 

The “dorm,” located at 7070 Capitol 
Court, is a portion of the old Prom Town 
House. Turner has renovated the building 
and it once again bears the resemblance of 
a motel. 

It is also managed in a fashion similar to 
a motel. 

There are no curfew rules or party rules. 

“In fact,” said Turner, “our rules are simple: 
don’t disturb anyone else and keep your 
room neat.” 

The unit, in operation since September, 
1977, is now about half-way refurbished. 
Tumer expects completion in May. When 
complete, there will be 104 rooms. 

All rooms are furnished similarly with a 
bed, desk, closet, wardrobe, coffee table, end 
table, a few chairs, and a full bath. 

In addition, all rooms are newly carpeted 
and supplied with linens. 

The rent is $120 per month for singles 
and $140 for a double, _ 

"The unit allows easy access to the library, 
other facilities and activities on campus, 
Ghali said.

Five student-tenants seem content with 
their situation, All share a common interest 
in attracting more American students to the 
unit, They feel it would challenge them to 
speak more English. 

The only complaint voiced dealt with, 
running out of hot water when showering. 

For the student without transportation, 
the location of the unit seems ideal. Itis close 
to a supermarket, shopping center, several 
restaurants and churches, and near the bus 
line.

Hunting, Killing, and the 
Lessons in Children’s Hearts

BANKS, Miss. — As Andrew 
Golden, 11, and Mitchell Johnson, 13, 
sit in their jail cells in Arkansas, people 
in that state, people here in neighboring 
Mississippi, people all over the South 
talk about children and guns — specifi- 
cally, they discuss what is being said 
about the tradition in the South of teach- 
ing children to shoot early in life. 

The conversation is being fueled, in 
part, by the widely published photo- 
graphs of Andrew Golden, when he was 
little more than a baby, dressed in cam- 
ouflage, holding firearms. Golden and 
Johnson allegedly were dressed in cam- 
ouflage again last month when, police 
say, they lay in wait in the woods close 
to Westside Middle School in 
Jonesboro, Ark., and opened fire on their 
fellow students. The boys’ marksman- 
ship was expert — police say they hit 
15 people in less than a minute, killing 
five. 

Is itunfair to link the practice of train- 
ing children to shoot with the camage 
at the middle school? As the adage goes, 
guns don’t kill people, people kill 
people, But guns do, of course, kill 
people — in this case guns allegedly 
wielded by very young people killed 
people. 

Getting into philosophical argu- 
ments with hunting enthusiasts is sel- 
the hunters vs. non- 
hunters debate is never settled, and each 
side usually walks away unmoved by 
the points advanced by the other. And 
hunters say that to teach children to 
shoot will, in the end, make them safer 


hunters when they grow older — and 
that hunting is a perfectly legal activity. 

Yet there is something about all of 
this... 

1 visit the rural and small-town South 
a lot; I enjoy coming here. Last winter, 
while I was in Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, I saw a weekly celebratory feature 
in a newspaper — the Augusta 
Chronicle — that startled me. I tore it 
out of the paper to keep, but I never 
wrote about it. To try to bridge the hunt- 
ers-vs,-non-hunters chasm seemed fu- 
tile. 

But after the schoolyard killings in 
Jonesboro, I got out that newspaper page 
again. 

There are color photographs of chil- 
dren, rifles in hand, holding freshly 
killed deer. 

There is a beaming, open-faced child 
named Jarrett Reese Willis, 11, prop- 
ping up a deer by its homs, his rifle in 
his other hand; the child “had never fired 
arifle, but killed a doe with his first shot. 
Moments later, he killed a 5-point buck 
with his second shot.” ‘ 


Nine-year-old Russell Newman, 


smiling shyly and kneeling on his dead 
animal while displaying for the camera 
arifle that seems almost as long as the 
child is tall, “killed his 8-point trophy 
buck with one shot from (his newly 
purchased .243 Remington) for the sec- 
ond deer of his life and his first buck. 
He has been hunting a year.” 

Cole Smith, 9, holding his kill with 
its chin jutting skyward, and holding his 
rifle cleanly upright, was hunting in 


Jenkins County “when he killed his first 
deer, a 6-point buck.” 

All the children are in camouflage. 
The newspaper advised: 

“You, your wife or child has just 
killed a trophy buck and you want a 
photo of it for posterity and possibly for 
publication in your local newspaper. 
What's a hunter to do? 

“First, the deer’s head should be 
carefully cleaned of blood and its tongue | 
pushed back into its mouth and the jaws 
shut. The hunter should be posed as 
close as possible to the deer and both 
should be placed in an area of natural 
vegetation, if possible. 

“Fill the camera viewfinder with the 
subjects, tilt the hunter’s cap back on 
his head to remove facial shadows...” 

After the schoolyard killings in 
Jonesboro, after the 11-year-old and the 
13-year-old were locked in jail, the 
Commercial Appeal newspaper, across 
the border in Tennessee, headlined one 
of its stories: ‘“Well-Orchestrated Hunt 
Targeted Human Prey.” 

The paper reported: 

“dn) this rural corner of Arkansas, 
the sound of rifles in the woods usually 
means but one thing — hunters. 

“Instead of.a deer stand, the shoot- 
ers (across from the schoo!) had cho- 
sen to lie in wait at ground level, at a 
treeline. 

“And instead of deer, they hunted 
their fellow schoolmates — children 
who were marching down a sidewalk, 
careful not to step into the muddy 
schoolyard.”

as sibutramine hydrochloride 
monohydrate) for the medical 
management of obesity, including 
weight loss and the maintenance 
of weight loss. 

“It works by interacting at sa- 
tiety centers in the brain ulti- 
mately decreasing appetite,” 
Henley said. She explained 
Meridia works through three hor- 
mones: norepinephrine, dopam- 
ine, and serotonin. 

For someone simply wishing to 
drop a few pounds to fit into last 
summer’s suit, Meridia is not the 
answer. 

“It’s not to be used by some- 
one who is not obese,” Henley 
said. She defines obesity as.“over 
20 percent of recommended body 
weight.” 

The FDA said it should be used 
only by the seriously obese, as 
measured by a body mass index 
(the ratio of weight to height) of 
30 or greater. This measurement 
would be equal to someone who 
is 5 feet 6 inches and weighs 185 
pounds, 

“We are going to actively dis- 
courage cosmetic use of this 
medication,” said Carter Eckert, 
president of Knoll.

She was angry when it was taken 
off the market and since then has 
gained 20 pounds. 

“That’s been the hardest pill to 
swallow,” Setran said. “I had no 
problems. There were 5 million 
people taking it and there was not 
5 million people walking around 
with heart problems.” 

“It doesn’t suppress my appe- 


‘tite as well as fen-phen did,” she 


said. 
Henley gave possible explana- 
tions for Setran’s dissatisfaction. 
“Sibutramine has active me- 


tabolites that take longer to be- 


come effective, where as fen-phen 
had an immediate affect,” Henley 
said. “Maximum effects occur af- 
ter three weeks, and if no change 
has taken place, then the dosage 
may need to be increased.” 
Henley explained while 
Meridia contains all three hor- 
mones in one, fen-phen allowed 
more flexibility in tailoring the 
hormones to the patient. 
Fenfluramine contains serotonin 
only, while phentermine has both 
norepinephrine and dopamine. 
“It’s probably a pretty good 
option for those who aren’t doing 
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extra hormone,” Henley said. 

Does the "freshman 15” ring 
a bell? The weight gain haunts 
students as lifestyles change dur- 
ing the transition from high 
school to college. Weight is a 
concern for some college students 
and some have even experimented 
with weight loss drugs. Meridia 
could be something that appeals 
to students at UNO, although of- 
ficials at the UNO Health Ser- 
vices office had no information 
regarding the drug. 

Henley said the best way to 
lose weight is by exercise and di- 
etary changes; it’s also cheaper. 
Meridia is no steal with a price tag 
of $100 to $140 a month. 

“Keep in mind losing 10 to 20 
percent of your body weight is 
enough to significantly improve 
your health,” Henley said. For 
many, ideal body weight is not a 
reachable goal, but if someone 
weighing 300 pounds can tose 30, 
she said it could do a world of 
good, 

So is Meridia the miracle drug 
that will knock off pounds? Prob- 
ably not. Henley said they are in- 
corporating a behavior-modifica-

Yes, there are some areas 
that need to be maintained, however, there are cur- 
rently silt fences erected on that site to deal with the 
problem of run-off,” Herrmann said. 

Herrmann also said that any proposed construc- 
tion site over five acres must be worked in conjunc- 
tion with an erosion-control plan, ensuring the proper 
measures are taken to avoid massive erosion. 

“There has been a wet period from all the rain, 
but we’ ve maintained the silt fences and basins along 
the creek bank,” he said.

Schroeder, Waltman go deep in loss

The Maverick baseball team 
lost to cross-town rival 
Creighton Blucjays 4-2 Tues- 
day.
